Privileges. — All classes of members are entitled to 
the following privileges: 

A ticket admitting the member and his family, and 
his non-resident friends on Mondays and Fridays. 

Ten complimentary tickets a year for distribution, 
each of which admits the bearer once, on either Monday 
or Friday. These tickets must bear the signature of 
the member. 

An invitation to any general reception given by the 
Trustees at the Museum to which all classes of mem- 
bers are invited. 

A ticket, upon request, to any lecture given by the 
Trustees at the Museum. 

The Bulletin and a copy of the Annual Report. 
A set, upon request at the Museum, of all hand- 
books published by the Museum for general distribu- 
tion. 



In addition to the privileges to which all classes of 
members are entitled, Sustaining and Fellowship mem- 
bers have, upon request, double the number of tickets 
to the Museum and to the lectures accorded to Annual 
Member's; their families are included in the invitation 
to any general reception, and whenever their subscrip- 
tion in the aggregate amounts to $1,000 they shall be 
entitled to be elected Fellows for Life, and to become 
members of the Corporation. For further particulars, 
see special leaflet. 

ADMISSION 

Hours of Opening. — The Museum is open daily 
from 10 a.m. (Sunday from I p.m.) to 5.30 p.m. and on 
Saturday until io p.m. 

Pay Days. — On Mondays and Fridays from 10 a.m. 
to 5.30 p.m. an admission fee of 25 cents is charged to 
all except members and copyists. 

Children. — Children under seven years of age are 
not admitted unless accompanied by an adult. 

Privileges. — Members are admitted on pay days 
on presentation of their membership tickets. Persons 
holding members* complimentary tickets are entitled 
to one free admittance on a pay day. 

Teachers of the public schools, indorsed by their 
Principals, receive from the Secretary, on application, 
tickets admitting them, with six pupils apiece, on pay 
days. Teachers in Art and other schools receive simi- 
lar tickets on application to the Assistant Secretary. 

Copying. — Requests for permits to copy and to pho- 
tograph in the Museum should be addressed to the As- 
sistant Secretary. No permits are necessary for sketch- 
ing and for the use of hand cameras. Permits are 
issued for all days except Saturday, Sunday, and legal 
holidays. For further information, see special leaflet. 

THE COLLECTIONS OF THE MUSEUM

THE LIBRARY 

The Library, entered from Gallery 15, containing 
upward of 15,000 volumes, chiefly on Art and Archae- 
ology, is open daily, except Sundays, and is accessible 
to students and others. 

Photographs. — A collection of photographs of 
paintings, musical instruments, ancient and modern 
sculpture, architecture, and the industrial arts will be 
found in the basement. The Edward D. Adams col- 
lection of photographs of architecture and sculpture of 
the Renaissance will be found in Room 32. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The publications of the Museum, now in print, 
number twenty-three. These are for sale at the en- 
trances to the Museum, and at the head of the main 
staircase. As to their supply to Members, see special 
leaflet.
